W. Hall, rector of the Protestant Episcopal Church of St. 
.John the Evangelist, and Mrs. James Mills, wife o f the 
sexton of the church, were found dead from bullet wounds 
today under an apple tree in a secluded lane in Somerville 
township. 
The two had been missing from their homes 
since last Thursday night. 
Coroner R. M. Long of Somerset county declared it a 
case of double murder. 
He said the two had been dead at 
least 36 hours.before the bodies were discovered and was 
emphatic in stating he believed the shooting did not occur! *,'ay morning 
in the rustic lane. No weapon was found near the bodies on this level a 
which were lying about a foot apart. 
Near the woman’s 
side the exploded shell of a 32 caliber bullet was found. 
Thd woman had been shot once between the eyes.

Panaceas Disregard Laws. 
"Panaceas for <*mployer-wag<* 
worker Ills have always been on 
the market but in practically all 
cases they have been designed to 
produce some effect other than 
that which would come from the 
normal working out of the law of 
supply and demand. 
They linv< 
sought to keep wages up while 
cutting prices, or to force wagon 
down 
while 
maintaining

levels, or have otherwise disre 
garded the normal and natural 
relations , between

prices. 
Therefore, these pana­ 
ceas have not worked and never 
will work. 
The sooner it is rec 
ognized that natural laws wilt

The proper solution must bring 
the same result that the normal 
working of the law would bring, 
but must avoid the evils and ills 
and damages incident thereto.
